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GENEALOGICAL INTEREST IN CINCINNATI

Few persons realize that Cincinnati has been a genealogical 
center for many years. The Public Library of Cincinnati has 
gradually acquired one of the largest genealogical collections in 
the United States. Numerous genealogists have commented 
upon its size as well as its excellence. Recent statistics have 
shown a great increase in the number of visitors to the library 
for genealogical and heraldic information. For a six months’ 
period a survey was made of the use of the collection. The 
information requested was impersonal, and in some cases was 
gained only by observation. The results revealed some interest- 
ing facts. A questionnaire was mimeographed and filled out as 
opportunity permitted. A sample form is presented below:

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The women led the list in using the collection; there were 1,567 
women and 310 men; 1,877 persons used 25,260 books. One- 
fourth of the visitors came from Cincinnati and local towns in 
Ohio, the remainder came from various cities in Kentucky, 
Indiana, Virginia, West Virginia, Michigan, New York, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Missouri, Texas, Washington, Maryland, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Oregon, Florida, Vermont, California and 
Tennessee. The greater number came from the states in the 
order listed. Fourteen per cent of the visitors desired the 
information for society qualifications; four per cent were inter- 
ested in proving claims to noble ancestry; nine per cent were 
tracing heirs of an estate, or trying to prove themselves heirs 
to vast fortunes; one per cent were working on the sociological 
aspects, particularly eugenics; the largest group, forty-one per 
cent, were contributing to genealogical knowledge, by writing 
family or local histories or editing compilations on nomencla- 
ture; eighteen per cent desired illustrations or verifications of 
coats of arms. Thirteen per cent manifested a natural curi- 
osity concerning the origin of their name or the verification of 
dubious ancestral facts. 

One-third of the total number of visitors knew nothing beyond 
the fact that their ancestors came from someplace in Europe 
and settled somewhere in the East. Others could trace their 
lines to the Conquest. Only thirty per cent knew any pertinent 
dates, but fifty per cent could furnish the names of ancestral 
settlements. Related names and connections of allied families 
were known by practically one hundred per cent, excepting in 
eases of adoption. In addition to the visitors to the library, 
numerous requests are answered by correspondence and tele- 
phone. Within the same period of the survey, one call was a 
long distance one from Dayton, Ohio. The correspondence 
ranged from all parts of the United States, with a few letters 
coming from Canada and Europe. Many were the fascinating 
stories and human interest tales that were related, which these 
bare statistics could not indicate. The trite but apt adage that 
‘*Truth is stranger than fiction’’ was evident. 

Space does not permit me to go into some of the touching and 
amusing incidents that occur daily. There is the case of the 
young man who inquired for a directory of persons of the same 
family name. Upon questioning, he said that he and his sister 
were separated when quite young, and he wanted to find her as 
he had acquired the means of taking care of her. There is also 
the story of the American woman who visited some ancient 
castle ruins in the British Isles. The guide who escorted her 
party told a fanciful tale of the murder of the last descendant 
of a once noble house. After the guide had completed his nar- 
rative, the woman retold it correctly, stating that the descendant 
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in question emigrated to America and was the progenitor of the 
family she represented. The guide was indignant, saying that 
he had told that story for twenty years, and no one had dared 
to contradict him. Another woman cheerfully asked for a coat 
of arms,—‘‘Any,”’ she said, ‘‘as long as it matches my new 
living-room.’’ Persons waiting for the use of the same book 
have in several cases found themselves to be related and are 
later discovered exchanging choice bits of ancestral lore. 

There are more than 4,500 books, pamphlets and clippings on 
genealogy and heraldry in the collection. However, this number 
excludes local histories, publications of historical societies, maga- 
zines, federal documents, state archives, society lineage books, 
and bibliographies and indexes. The number includes gene- 
alogies, books on vital records, nomenclature, compendiums, peer- 
ages, and manuals on heraldry. Beyond the value of the books, 
lies the value of service rendered to those who use them. We 
locate books for patrons, give information on research methods, 
guide patrons to books in other libraries, consider requests for 
new books, and keep a list of genealogists and record offices. 

The collection is too large and too varied to single out separate 
items for especial mention; however, I cannot refrain from 
calling attention to a few of our more treasured or useful 
volumes. We have Siebmacher’s Wappenbuch, Rietstap’s 
Armorial General, De Vermont’s American Heraldica, the 
Almanach de Gotha from 1818 to date, the first edition of 
Farmer’s Genealogical Dictionary, complete sets of Americana, 
New England Historical and Genealogical Register, and the 
New York Genealogical and Biographical Record. We also have 
the publications of the Harleian Society, Collins’s Peerage and 
many valuable family histories too numerous to mention. 
Among our indexes we value Jacobus’s Index to Genealogical 
Periodicals, Marshall’s Guide, Munsell’s various Index volumes, 
and the Handbook of American Genealogy. We especially try 
to collect material on all Cincinnati and Ohio families that is 
available, but have the largest number of books on New England 
families. At present we are building up our collection of 
Southern and Middle West genealogies. 

It is not only the size of the collection, but the ease of selecting 
the proper books, that encourages visitors to spend long hours in 
the library. The ‘‘Catalog of Genealogy’’ has been commented 
upon by thousands as unique. The catalog is a card index 
which contains over a quarter of a million cards indexing over 
25,000 surnames and placenames. A card is made for every 
name that appears five times or more in every genealogical book 
that is received. This catalog is in reality a master index to the 
indexes in the books of this collection. 

Cincinnati is also the center for numerous chapters of various 
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patriotic societies, which send hundreds of workers to our files. 
Representatives from commercial houses, publishers, and jew- 
elers seek heraldic information in designing insignia; heraldic 
artists and engravers copy illustrations of coat armor. Business 
firms of all descriptions have been adapting and conventionaliz- 
ing ancient arms, using them as modern trade-marks. Modern 
advertising leaves nothing untouched, especially in a subject as 
colorful as heraldry, in its search for significant ideas. The 
newspapers, always harbingers of interesting trends, have also 
contributed to genealogical activity in Cincinnati. On October 
the fifth of last year, an article appeared in the Cincinnati Times 
Star commenting upon the collection of genealogy in the Public 
Library. The headlines carried the statement that ‘‘ Family 
Tree Statistics Are Goal of Thousands.’’ The announcement 
was obviously timely, for as soon as the doors of the library 
opened the next morning, the rush began. It lasted throughout 
the week and its influence is still felt. Occasional individuals 
are still presenting tattered remnants of that news article, They 
usually begin with the statement, ‘‘I read about your depart- 
ment of genealogical information. Do you have anything about 
my family?’’ They came at the rate of ten persons an hour to 
look up their family trees. The previous average had been ten 
persons per day. One woman stopped in to say that formerly, 
when she wanted some ancestral facts, she went to Chicago or 
Washington, D. C. Another woman said that she was driving 
through Cincinnati when she noticed the article in the paper, 
and was so interested that she remained overnight to examine 
the collection the next morning. Everyone is exceedingly seri- 
ous in his search and each is anxious to continue after learning 
the procedure of the catalog. 

Individuals representing every profession and station in life 
are among the inquirers. A nephew of a Grand Duke of a 
former royal house, a mechanic, an accountant now unemployed, 
a doctor snatching a few moments from a busy practice, a 
retired minister, an art student, a widow formerly wealthy, 
popular clubwomen seeking admission to patriotic societies, a 
lawyer, a poor woman whose only pride is in a distinguished 
ancestry, and an ex-captain of the army, have been found seated 
in the department at the same time. Heterogeneous groups that 
under any other circumstance could not be found in the same 
room are here assembled enjoying a mutual interest. Truly, 
genealogy has a fascination that is unexplored by many. From 
the lineage records in the Scriptures, through the seventeenth 
century when the first critical studies of genealogy were made, 
disclaiming lines extending from Adam and the mythological 
deities, genealogy has figured legally, politically and historically 
in the world’s events. Genealogy has been described as one of 
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the most cultural subjects, because of the background and knowl- 
edge of allied subjects necessitated for a full understanding of 
and success in its specialized field. 

I look forward to seeing genealogical interest surpass its 
already excellent record, as I watch numerous valuable compila- 
tions being edited for publication. Someone has said that the 
work of the historical researcher is one of the most exacting and 
exhausting pursuits, with the discovery of an elusive fact as 
the only reward. Even after weary hours of poring over hun- 
dreds of references in old books, manuscripts, and parchments, 
often struggling patiently with Old Latin or Norman French, 
and deciphering the legible scripts of medieval heralds and 
colonial clerks, one continues the search, goaded by each new 
discovery to seek new sources. The reward is most certainly in 
discovery, but to me there is also pleasure and fascination in 
the investigations that lead to that discovery. 


PUBLIC OFFICIALS AND PROFESSIONAL 
GENEALOGISTS

Several subscribers have written to ask me how to get public 
officials to reply to their requests for information. I have 
replied that if I had a method, I would patent it, for it would 
be too valuable a secret to give away. 

When novices in genealogical research begin to learn that 
printed sources do not contain all the information they desire, 
or are conflicting and undependable in their statements, the next 
step is often, and quite naturally, to write to the Town Clerk or 
the Probate Office of the section where the ancestors lived. It 
commonly happens that no reply is received, and the inquirer 
cannot understand it, especially when postage was sent. 

Public officials, to be fair to them, are often not at fault. It 
is their duty to provide certified copies of public records when 
stipulated fees are paid. Occasionally one contacts an official 
who takes a real interest in the old records in his charge, and 
makes an intelligent effort to aid inquirers. The average official, 
however, lacks genealogical talent and training, and is not very 
familiar with the older records in his charge. The usual requests 
are for modern records with which he is familiar; a birth certifi- 
cate for a youngster to prove that he is of age to go to work, or 
a search of title for one who is purchasing realty. 

Many inquirers have had no personal experience with early 
records and hence do not know what to ask for. Some novices 
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write many pages to an official, telling all they know of their 
ancestry, which so confuses the recipient that he is likely to 
throw the letter aside. Others write this sort of letter: ‘‘My 
ancestor James Davis was born in your town about 1750. Will 
you please send me his ancesiry back to the first settler and his 
service in the Revolutionary War.’’ 

That type of request is certain to make an official tear his hair 
and think unpleasant things about the whole tribe of genealo- 
gists. It is based on the naive belief that every person’s ances- 
try is neatly tabulated in the records, and that the official can 
sit down and copy it off for a dollar or so. That, of course, is 
not true. There are records of several different classes in which 
information can be found, but they are of a haphazard sort and 
each entry has to be dug out singly and then the pertinent 
entries have to be selected and built into a pedigree. This can 
rarely be done on the basis of vital statistics alone. The vital 
records are often deficient, sometimes non-existent; or they may 
disclose that two men named James Davis were born not far 
apart; and the information contained in probate, land and other 
records has to be gleaned and correlated with the vital records 
before one can feel certain of the correct line of descent. 

This sort of work requires special experience and qualifica- 
tions on the part of the searcher. It is positively not the duty 
of a public official to undertake genealogical studies of this sort, 
even if qualified to do it. No more can be required of an official 
than that he should furnish copies of definite specified records 
for a fee which is usually set by law. The inquirer is entitled 
to write and ask for a copy of the record of birth of James Davis, 
about 1750. This may cost fifty cents; it may cost more if the 
early records are unindexed and the official has to spend time 
on a page by page search. On rare occasions—very rare—a 
courteous official will supply a record or two without charge, 
but that should never be expected. In some places the official 
draws no salary and receives no compensation except from fees. 

A common mistake is made by some inexperienced inquirers 
when they write to the Veterans Administration (Pension Office) 
in Washington, or to the Adjutant General of a state, or to a 
State Library, and obtain certificates giving military service of 
James Davis—if that was the name desired. The officials or 
clerks in these government or state offices have no way to 
determine whether the services described belonged to the ances- 
tor of the inquirer. The name of James Davis appears in a 
muster roll of the Revolution. The name may appear in several 
muster rolls. The services may pertain to one James Davis, or 
they may pertain to several men of the name. It often requires 
hours of study and research in other record sources to establish 
the identity of the one or more men of a given name which 
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appears in muster rolls. The certificate supplied by public offi- 
cials shows merely that certain services are attributed to certain 
names, The inquirer should not too readily assume identity of 
the man who served with his own ancestor of that name. It is 
surprising how often names, even fairly uncommon names, were 
duplicated. It is the problem of the inquirer, not of the official, 
to prove the identity of the soldier. 

It has been my experience that the average official is courteous 
and willing to aid when an inquiry falls properly within his 
province and when the inquirer expects to pay the regular fee, 
which usually is moderate. When one’s own knowledge is very 
indefinite and he does not know just what to ask for without 
going into considerable detail concerning his family history and 
traditions, it is best to ask for a copy of all vital entries of the 
desired surname between specified dates, explaining that the 
copy need not be certified. The official may be willing to give 
a ‘‘wholesale rate’’ for a dozen or so entries falling within a 
given period of time. The inquirer gains the advantage of 
studying all the entries, and if necessary can later pay for cer- 
tification of the one or two entries which are important to him. 

An amateur friend told me an incident which befell him in a 
Massachusetts town. He received no help at all from the Town 
Clerk, and only grouchy replies, when he sought to learn where 
the general index was kept. So he poked about and found what 
he wanted. Before leaving, he told the Town Clerk how 
delighted he was to have seen records of his ancestors there. 
The official said apologetically : ‘‘Oh, were you looking up your 
own ancestors? I thought you were one of those professional 
genealogists.’’ I did not consider the story very flattering to 
members of my craft, but had my revenge on a recent visit to 
a Connecticut town hall where an official told me, ‘‘I don’t mind 
you professional genealogists, for you go to the vault like the 
title searchers and get your own books and don’t bother us. But 
a lot of these amateurs come in, sometimes a whole family of 
them together, and they take all the chairs, ask us to get books 
for them, and leave us to put them away.”’ 

Sometimes a great deal can be accomplished at moderate cost 
by writing to public officials for information, especially in small 
towns where the officials are members of the old families of the 
region and may take an almost personal interest in your search. 
In the larger cities, however, it is rare indeed to secure good 
results from officials; too often, the requests are answered by 
young clerks who have had no experience and take no interest 
in searching the earlier records. Conditions in New York City 
are particularly unfavorable to research. 

The employment of a professional genealogist has some advan- 
tages, particularly if a competent searcher is selected who has 
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minute knowledge of the records of the region where the search 
is made. Often the genealogist can cover in a few hours several 
classes of public records, which otherwise could only be obtained 
by writing to several officials with possible delay and disappoint- 
ment. The results obtained are sometimes more satisfactory, 
because an experienced genealogist knows just what to look for, 
and should be more apt at interpreting the significance of records 
and discovering clues in them than an official whose usual work 
does not train him for this type of research. 

Those who employ a professional genealogist do not always 
obtain satisfactory results. The fault may or may not be that 
of the searcher. It must be recognized that genealogy is not an 
academic subject; there are at present no degrees conferred by 
educational institutions for proficiency in genealogy at the end 
of a prescribed course of training. Any individual is privileged 
to have ‘‘genealogist’’ printed on his ecard or letterhead. Not 
many who so advertise themselves are deliberately fraudulent, 
though with a very few it has been a ‘‘racket’’ to fabricate 
exalted pedigrees for the uninitiate. Wide differences, however, 
in natural aptitude and breadth of experience, will be found 
among searchers who work for a fee. 

One has no choice in the case of a public official, for one has 
to seek the aid of the official who has custody of the records 
which are to be searched. A genealogist can be selected with 
care; his printed books and articles may be examined to ‘‘get 
a line on’”’ his ability; inquiry may be made as to his standing 
and reputation; or he himself may be requested to give refer- 
ences to former clients. 

One of the chief causes of dissatisfaction in dealing with a 
genealogist is the difficulty of making satisfactory financial 
arrangements. Nobody likes to give a stranger an unlimited 
commission to make a search. The inclination of the inquirer is 
to offer to pay a definite amount for the information desired, or 
to ask the genealogist what he will charge for the information. 
Such an arrangement is hardly fair to the genealogist except 
on the rare occasions when he happens to have the desired 
information already in his files. The genealogist can, and 
should if requested, give a fairly close estimate of the cost of 
searching definite record sources in a specified place. He cannot 
promise that the desired information will be found in the 
records; that is a chance which his employer has to take. Like 
all professional people, the genealogist has nothing to offer, and 
nothing to depend on for his livelihood, except his knowledge, 
his skill, and his time. He has’ to charge for his time and his 
necessary traveling expenses, whatever the outcome of the search. 
No genealogist, unless he has other sources of income, can afford 
to undertake a search on a contingent basis, to be paid only in 
the event of success. He is not responsible if the records 
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searched are defective and do not contain the entries which one 
might reasonably hope to find in them. 

The proper procedure, therefore, after selecting a genealogist 
with care, is to ask for an estimate of the cost of the desired 
search, and then either to accept or reject the estimate. If 
accepted, the account should be paid regardless of the results. 
The report of the genealogist should of course explain the con- 
ditions encountered, in the event of failure, and copies of any 
records that might have a bearing on the problem. 


THE ANCESTRY OF SAMUEL FREEMAN, 
OF WATERTOWN

The late Mr. Edward L. Smith was long and favorably known 
to the genealogical world as a kindly gentleman and a capable 
genealogist. He was familiar to the readers of the Boston Tran- 
script under the nom de plume of ‘‘Nauset.’’ He had been 
particularly interested in the origin of Samuel Freeman of 
Watertown and Edmund Freeman of Lynn, from both of whom 
he was descended, and it was his good fortune to discover and 
prove the parentage of both. Unfortunately he died before 
bringing his researches on the subject to the point at which he 
was satisfied to publish them; and our mutual friends, Mrs. Mary 
Walton Ferris and Mr. Alfred L. Holman, acquired his Freeman 
notes, which they were kind enough to allow me to prepare for 
publication as a slight memorial to his genealogical abilities. In 
addition to Mr. Smith, two others had, at about the same time, 
found the proof of Edmund Freeman’s parentage, but credit for 
the data in regard to Samuel Freeman must be considered as 
belonging entirely to him. 

Mr. Smith was strongly of the opinion, although he had not 
yet found proof positive, that the Watertown Freemans were 
descended from the yeoman family of the name situated at 
Wyfordby in Leicestershire. If this point should ever be proven 
it will have an added interest, in that the only hint so far found 
to the ancestry of Ralph Freeman of Dedham seems to point to 
the same descent. 

The greater part of the following abstracts were made for 
Mr. Smith by the late Col. Charles E. Banks and by George 
Sherwood, Esq. I have added a few items from my own 
collections. 


In the name of God, Amen. I Willyam ffreman of Stotfolde in the 
Countie of Beddforde make my last will and testament this 14th of Marche 
in the yeare of our Lord God 1585 as followeth. ffirst I committ my soule 
to Allmightie God in full hope of the resurrection att the laste generall 
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daie of Judgemt. when my bodie shall be conioyned to my soule & bothe of 
them shall inioye immortalitie & the continuall presence of God for ever. 
In this full assurance and unfayned hope I committ my bodie to the earthe 
& my soule into the handes of God. I give to Anne ffreman my eldest 
daughter X" of lawfull monye of Englande allsoe I give to Katherne 
ffreman my youngest daughter other X" allsoe to be paide to them by 
my executrix att the daie of their marriages or else att eightene yeares of 
their age. If any of theise dye before the age of XVIII then the sirvivor 
to inheritt & inioye her other sisters parte & portion. Item I give to the 
said Anne & Katherne my daughters out of my mille XX" a peece to be 
paide within VIII yeares after the decease of Katherne my wife by Thomas 
my sonne his executors or assignes uppon consideration that if the saide 
Thomas doe lawfullie inioye the same mille with the appurtenances to him 
and to his heires accordinge to the custome of the manner. Item I give 
my brother Barnarde ffreman XXs of lawfull money to be paid to him 
by my executrix. Item I give to Willyam ffreman my sonnes sonne XL‘ 
of lawfull money to be paide att twelfe yeares of his age. Item I give to 
the poore of Stotfolde XXs to be paide in twoe yeares by the discretion of 
my executrix. Item I give to the vicar Philippe Manfeilde IIIs ITII4 the 
rest of my goodes nott bequeathed I give to Katherne my wife whome I 
make my sole & onely executrix & I desire Mr. Edwarde ffreman of Stot- 
folde to be overseer of this my last Will & Testament trewly to be executed 
& performed. In wittnes whearof I the saide William ffreman have sett 
to my hande & seale to this my last will & testament in the presence of us 
heare named Edwarde ffreman gente Richard Parker psen of Radwell 
Philippe Manfeild vic’ John Green 


Proved the 15th day of December 1586 
[District Probate Registry at Northampton. ] 


The relationship of the above testator to the main stock is not 
yet known. 


George Burgoyne and wife Dorothy sell to Edward Freeman all their 
messuage and lands in Baldocke, Clothall and Weston. (1556)

1587, Nov. 1. T. Edwardi Freeman. In the name of God, Amen. I, 
Edward Freeman of Stotefolde, co. Bedford, Gent. ... I give unto my 
sonne Mr. Freeman of Cambridge all that my lease of the manor and 
parsonage of Stotefolde he to lett his brother Edward Freeman have a 
lease of all the houses southwardes from the Parlor & Kitchen entrye of 
the same Parsonage howse, ete., payinge unto his younger brethren John 
and George threescore tenne poundes apeece at foure and twenty yeares of 
theire ages. All my houses and lands in Baldock Weston & Clothall unto 
my sonne Nicholas of London. Unto Richard my sonne Richard’s sonne 
40/s. a yeare for life. Reversion of said property unto my sonne Edward’s 
sonne Edward. Unto John my sonne thonger [i.e. the younger] land in 
Stotefolde feeldes that I bought of William Phadlott & £30 at 24. Unto 
George Freeman my sonne a tenement in Stotefolde called the Newe place 
and one halfe acre at Wilberye bought of Mother Lylly. Unto Anne my 
sonne Richard’s daughter £10 ete., at her age of 18 or marriage. Unto my 
sonne Edward’s three children £20, viz. Edward, Elizabeth & Alice. My 
sonne Nicholas of London, when he cometh out of his apprenticeshipp. 
The residue to my sonne Mr. Freeman of Cambridge. Edward my sonne 
of Caldecote and Thomas my sonne of Stotefolde executors. In witness 
whereof, ete. [Signed] Edward Freeman. 

Proved at London 4 Aug. 1587, by John Theaker, notary public, proctor 


for the executors named. [P. C. C. Spencer, 50]. 
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The date of this will is as recorded. It is undoubtedly an 
error for 1 Nov. 1586, as stated by Edward and Thomas Freeman 
in 1605.

Edward Freeman, complainant v. Robert Rogers, John Freeman and 
Nicholas Freeman, defendants 

6 June 1592. Edwarde Freeman of Stotefolde complains that whereas 
he did buy of one Nicholas Freeman brother unto ‘‘ye orator’’ and appren- 
tice unto one Robert Rogers of London, Marchant, one messuage and 14%4 
acres of land, ete., in Baldock which lands were entailed unto one Edward 
Freeman, son unto ye orator, by Edwarde Freeman father of ye orator, by 
his last will immediately after the death of the said Nicholas if he should 
happen to die without issue .... for £60... . ete [matter of a bond 
which Rogers ‘‘had into his iands’’] and ye orator did owe unto John 
Freeman, brother of ye orator. 

[From the answer of this John Freeman, gent., it appears that the 
‘*howse’’ bought by Edward from Nicholas was ‘‘called the George’’ at 
Baldocke, co. Hertford] .... and that Nicholas Freeman was sent by his 
maister Roberte Rogers, whom he then served, to travile beyond the seas 
to Stade about the forraine affaires and merchandise of his said maister 

- and when he would return again this deft. [i.e. John] neither did 
nor doth knowe.

JOHN STRICKLAND OF LONG ISLAND AND HIS 
SONS-IN-LAW 


By Hersert F. Samira, Esq., of Washington, D. C. 


I. Introduction 


A purported abstract of the will of John Strickland of 
Jamaica, Long Island, appears in the Collections of the New 
York Historical Society for 1892, entitled ‘‘ Abstracts of Wills 
on File in the Surrogate’s Office, City of New York, Volume I, 
1665-1707.’’ At page 26, quoting page 102 of the original liber 
of wills, is found substantially the following: 

John Sticklin, of Jamaica, ‘‘ Being in greate paine.’’ Leaves to daughter 
Loanus £10. ‘‘To my daughter Mathew’s youngest child’’ 40 shillings. 
To Jonathan Mills, one cow. To eldest daughter of John Loanus, one cow. 
Rest of estate to his daughter’s children (not named). Makes ‘‘my son 
John Smith, my son Saml Matthews,’’ John Foster and Benjamin Coe, 
executors. ‘‘It is to be understood that the 2 cows mentioned to John 
Loanus’ daughter and to Jonathan Mills were my wife’s, and she gave 
them as she saw good, I have promised to perform her will.’’ 

Dated September 5, 1672. Witnesses, John Foster, Benjamin Coe. 
Proved and confirmed January 22, 1672. 


In the same series, Volume XVI, called Volume I of Correc- 
tions, it is stated that for Loanus one should read Loams; for 
January 22, read December 13; and that to the bottom of the 
abstract there should be added that the administration was 
granted to the son-in-law John Smith, January 22, 1672. 

The writer has had occasion to examine a considerable number 
of monographs and family histories of divers kinds which have 
mentioned the above John Strickland and his connections. 
Unfortunately the listing of his children seldom agrees in any 
two accounts, and for his wife there have been cited the names 
Margaret, Margery, Mary, Elizabeth, and Jane. This confusion 
arises partly from confusing John Strickland with his contempo- 
rary and near resident, Jonathan Strickland, and from the mis- 
quoting of his will; partly from a tradition prevalent in the 
Seaman family, and from a probable mistake on the part of 
the late William Smith Pelletreau, a well-known Long Island 
genealogist. 

Even after correction the above abstract is not a satisfactory 
version of the official copy of the will of John Strickland, at 
page 102, Liber I of wills in the Hall of Records, in New York 
City. The original will happens to be at the same place, the 
family never having claimed it; it is quite legibly written, in 
fact almost printed, and this disagrees with the official copy on 
file sufficiently to draw attention to the fact. Not only to show 
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the differences between the original and the copy from which 
the abstract was made, but to give the real will in full for the 


first time, we set them forth side by side for comparison. 


The 


copy at the left is the original, verbatim et literatim, and at-the 
right, the one appearing on the official liber.

The substance of the original will is that Mr. John ‘‘Sticklin,”’ 
then a resident of Jamaica, New York, on September 5, 1672, 
caused his will to be made; and the disposal of his estate was 
either directly made to the following or to their heirs: 


1. A daughter, who married John Loum. 

2. A daughter, who married Samuel Matthews. 
3. Jonathan Mills. 

4. A daughter, who married John Smith. 


Another heir of the estate was Henry Howard, according to 
a short account at the end of the official copy. The foregoing 
are the sole heirs mentioned in the will. 

From other sources to be examined, it is stated that he had 
the following children: 


A daughter, who married John Lum. 

A daughter, who married Samuel Matthews. 

A daughter, who married John Smith. 

Elizabeth, alleged to have married Captain John Seaman of 
Hempstead. 

Joanna, alleged as the wife of Jonas Wood, called ‘‘ Halifax.’’ 

ae a resident of Hartford, Connecticut, who married and 
ad issue. 


II. The Career of Jahn Strickland 


In The History of Charlestown, Mass. (1845), by Richard 
Frothingham, Jr., it is stated on page 20 that the inhabitants 
who first settled that place in 1628-9 and who were brought into 
the denomination of an English town, included among others 


John Stickline 


Simon Hoyte and John Stickline were admitted freemen in 
1631 (ibid., p. 23). According to the New England Historical 
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and Genealogical Register, III, p. 90, ‘‘Seargent Strickland’’ 
took oath to become a freeman at a General Court held in 
Boston, May 18, 1631. It seems to be assumed that Sergeant 
Strickland and John Stickline were one and the same person. 
In Bond’s Early History of Watertown, Vol. II, page 113, in 
an article on the descendants of John and Elinor Whitney of 
Watertown, Mass., it is stated that Whitney purchased a sixteen 
acre homestall, which had been granted to John Strickland, who 
was dismissed from the Watertown church, May 29, 1635; it 
goes on further to say that Strickland was one of that colony 
from Watertown that removed to colonize Wethersfield. 

From this it may be inferred that John Strickland left Water- 
town in 1635 to aid in the founding of the new settlement on 
the Connecticut River; the dismission of ‘‘Jo: Stickland’’ with 
others from Watertown is referred to in the first recorded meet- 
ing of magistrates of the new colony on April 26, 1636, with the 
statement that Stickland and the others had carried out their 
commission ‘‘to forme a newe in a Ch: Covefiite in this River 
of Conectecott’’ [Colonial Records of Connecticut, vol. 1, p. 2]. 

He was next mentioned at a Court held Nov. 1, 1636 [ibid., 
vol. 1, p. 6] : 


It is ordered yt Srieant Stickland is to haue for 7 days seruice to the 
Rivers mouth, aboute Cattle of Mr. Michell & the lo: or their Agents, 21 s. 
The rest yt went in the same seruice 14 8. a peece...... 


This was in the troublesome days preceding the declaration 
of war against the Pequots, which oceurred May 1, 1637, and it 
appears from the above record that Sergeant Stickland led a 
small military company to aid Mr. Matthew Mitchell and others 
who had been annoyed by the depredations of the Indians at 
Saybrook. 

He had a homelot in Wethersfield, Conn., which had on it a 
house and barn when he sold it on March 28, 1640 [History of 
Ancient Wethersfield, by Adams and Stiles, vol. 1, p. 303]. This 
was probably the approximate date of his removal to Fairfield, 
where the first settlement had been made in 1639. 

‘‘John Sticklin’’ was one of the fourteen Deputies who 
attended a General Court of the colony on Sept. 9, 1641 [Colonial 
Records of Connecticut, vol. 1, p. 67]. The places served by 
each deputy were not specified in the early records, but four of 
these deputies can be identified with Hartford, four with Wind- 
sor, and four with Wethersfield. The last two named in the 
record were Jehu Burr (misprinted as John Burr) and John 
Sticklin. Burr was an early settler in Fairfield, and we may 
conclude that these two men represented that town, although we 
do not find Fairfield represented again until April 1643, when 
Henry Gray was the sole deputy [tbid., vol. 1, p. 84]. 
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A reason for the sending of deputies to the September 1641 
session of the General Court lies in the dispute between Strat- 
ford and Fairfield regarding their mutual bounds, and it is 
significant that the deputies at this very session appointed a 
committee ‘‘to settle the bounds betwixt Paquanucke [Stratford] 
and Vneoway [Fairfield].’’ 

The will of William Frost of Fairfield, made Jan. 6, 1644/5, 
refers to land which he bought for his son Abraham from ‘‘ John 
Sticklin’’ [ibid., vol. 1, p. 466]. 

We have seemingly traced John Sticklin or Strickland from 
Watertown in 1635 to Wethersfield, thence by 1640 to Fairfield, 
whence he removed before 1645. His identity is proved by the 
fact that in 1659, being then of Huntington, L. I., he testified 
that he formerly lived at Uncoway now called Fairfield and was 
deputed with others to treat with Stratford men about town 
bounds [D. L. Jacobus, Families of Old Fairfield, vol. 1, p. 591]. 

The record of John Strickland or Sticline begins on Long 
Island apparently in 1644 when he was a Patentee of Hemp- 
stead, New York, with others. He appears in Hempstead for 
about fourteen years until 1659. In the first volume of the 
printed town records of that place the name appears predomi- 
nately as Stickline or Strickline. On December 27, 1658, he is 
still recorded as Mr. Stickline. If anything, this spelling seems 
more frequent by far than the other variants and has led the 
present writer to conclude that possibly the name was Stickline 
or Stickland, rather than Strickland.* He held forty-one acres 
of land there in 1657 and is listed in the same year as having 
six cows and ‘‘one man.’’ Only Mr. Hicks exceeded this rating 
upon the Hempstead lists. He is mentioned in a record in 
Southampton, N. Y., in 1650 as ‘‘Mr. Sticklin’’ in calling Jonas 
Wood his son-in-law, which will be referred to later. 

He signed, as a witness, the articles of agreement between 
the Governor of the New Netherlands and Tackapousha, March 
12, 1656; and was magistrate for Hempstead with Mr. Richard 
Gildersleeve, March 5, 1658. The holding of this office is proba- 
bly responsible for the title of ‘‘Mr.’’ as he appears frequently 
in Hempstead records without it; and while he was a man of 
wealth and resource greater than that possessed by many of his 
contemporaries, his apparent illiteracy denies for him a higher 
education. That he was able to obtain a magistracy indicates 
no doubt a man of innate sagacity and of high qualities of 
leadership. 


* Because all printed compilations refer to him as John Strickland, in order to collate 
the present article with such he has been so called. There are Sticklines and Sticklands 
in England, the latter appearing frequently in Dorset and Surrey. The assumption that 
he was descended from the well-known Strickland family of Westmoreland in England 
does not find any support in all material examined by the present writer. 
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Other records in Hempstead include a memorandum that John 
(Strickland) discharged Lawrence and John Ellison from and 
of all manner of bills, debts, dues and demands with reference ' 
to the ‘‘hiriage’’ of land and cattle, February 11, 1657; this 
is signed with an X and the clerk (Thomas Poyer) wrote against 
this ‘‘John Stylane,’’ meaning perhaps John ‘‘Sty(ck)lane.”’ 
On June 3, 1669, Mr. Stricklin entered a complaint against 
Henry Disbrow, wherein Samuel Messenger testified that in 
winter when snow was on the ground, he was at the house of 
Henry Disbrow, and Mr. Stricklin’s grandchild that lived with 
the said Disbrow fell into the Mill Dam up to the middle, ‘‘& 
his Master & Dame Neither offered to shift him but left him goe 
in his wett Clothes all day and lie in his wett Shirt att night’’ 
and otherwise mistreated him. Unfortunately, the record does 
not state the name of the grandchild. 

In 1657 John Stickline or Stiklings appears in Huntington, 
New York, and he was a resident there by 1660, removing pos- 
sibly in 1659 or shortly before; on March 2, 1663 the Huntington 
records call him of Jamaica. 

On June 1, 1657, as John Stiklings he witnessed a deed 
between the Indians and Jonas Wood, and on July 23 of the 
same year he witnessed another deed with his son-in-law John 
Lum, between Jonas Wood and relatively the same parties. In 
the second deed his name appears as Stickline. As Mr. Strick- 
lon he is recorded as a magistrate for Huntington, February 4, 
1660 (printed town records, I, p. 23), with Jonas Wood and 
Thomas Benedict. Mr. Sticklen was chosen with William 
Smith and Thomas Benedict, December 2, 1661, to settle differ- 
ences ‘‘between naybar and naybar in and by every waye untell 
the next court of election..... at harford (Hartford)... .’’ 
On March 2, 1663, John Stiklan, widower, and of Jamaica, sells 
to Gabriel Finch 


‘*. . . . all my acomedations in huntington, onely my halfe neck of meddow, 


excepted: I say have sould to him, his eyers, exseketers, adminestrators and 
assigns, all my right and titell of house, house lott, barn yards, garden, 
frute trees, with all previliges and apurtenances thereto belonging, lying 
and being betwixt Thomas Scidmore and the lott yt was formerly Joseph 
Smiths: ...’’ (Printed town records, I, p. 54). 


From the tenor of this deed it seems apparent that John 
Stickline was living in Huntington until as late as December 2, 
1661, and probably until shortly before March 2, 1663. On 
March 8, 1666, John Stickland made over to Jonas Wood of 
Huntington a deed of sale for Copiague neck; the former was 
then of Jamaica. 

On March 2, 1663, John Sticlan was a witness to a deed which 
the townsmen of Jamaica made to Mr. Walker; in 1665, John 
Stickling of Jamaica made over property to John Carpenter of 
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Hempstead. He resided in Jamaica the rest of his life, dying 
there between September 5 and December 13, 1672. 

In Eavenson-Strickland and Allied Families, by Sexta Eaven- 
son Strickland, and published in 1933, it mentions the West- 
moreland (England) family at page 68 and then goes on to say 
that Sir John Strickland came from Scotland to Massachusetts 
in 1629-30 and later removed to Hempstead, New York. In 
1649 Cromwell sent him as Ambassador to Holland; he is said 
to have married Jane Fenwick and died in 1672. These state- 
ments are not supported by proof in this publication. From 
the listing of the children, which is partly incorrect, together 
with the allegation of a knighthood, which is completely at 
variance with the indicated facts, this account must be peremp- 
torily challenged. The children are listed as follows: 

1. Thwaite, who married Elizabeth Shepard of Cambridge. 
2. Edmund, sold land in Weatherford in 1640 (sic).* 
3. Elizabeth, married John Seaman. 
4. A daughter, married John Smith. 
5. Samuel (sic!) appearing in Hempstead, L. I. in 1649, with his 
father. 
6. John, married a Loams (sic!). 
7. A daughter, married Jonas Wood. 


Of the above, Samuel is non-existent, ‘‘John’’ is confused with 
the daughter who married John Lum; and for the others a 
comparison with the final listing at the conclusion of the present 
article will show important disagreements. 

Other works which mention these connections include The 
Jones Family of Long Island, by J. H. Jones; Long Island Gene- 
alogies by Mary Powell Bunker, and the Davol-Willitts Gene- 
alogy by Mrs. Samuel K. (Josephine C.) Frost.

It will be noted that the first medical degree granted was that 
of Bachelor of Medicine, awarded by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1768. The first degree of Doctor of Medicine was 
granted in 1770 by the King’s College Medical Faculty (now 
Columbia University). 
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The practice of medicine was often united with the parochial 
duties of clergymen, or was carried on by college graduates with 
B.A. or M.A. degrees, and by barber-surgeons. Few physicians 
had the degree of M.D. H. R. Viets, in his A Brief History of 
Medicine in Massachusetts (Boston, 1930), mentions twenty-six 
graduates of Harvard College, before 1700, who practised medi- 
cine in New England, but of whom only two had received the 
degree of M.D. from foreign universities. 

Before 1770, students who did not study in Europe received 
their medical education through the apprentice system, and 
many of them were skilful practitioners, became directors of 
hospitals, and regimental surgeons, without having a medical 
diploma. They have been called physicians or doctors, and the 
unrestricted use of these terms led the Genealogical Dictionary 
(Savage) to list 134 medical practitioners up to the year 1692. 

Editor’s Note. Compilers of family histories quite commonly assume 
that American physicians in the colonial period must have held the degree 
of M.D. That was rarely true unless they studied at certain universities 
abroad which conferred this degree. Through one of our editors, Miss 
Winifred Lovering Holman, we learned of Major Hume’s compilation of 
American institutions awarding medical degrees, and are grateful to him 
for permission to publish it. It should prove most useful to genealogists 
and family historians.—D. L. J

1. JONATHAN MURRAY OF EAST GUILFORD, 
CONNECTICUT 


By WituiaAM B. Murray, Esq., of Chicago, II. 


From the few available sources of information, we find that 
Jonathan Murray settled in the neighborhood of East Guilford 
(now called Madison), Connecticut, in 1685. Dr. Talcott, local 
historian, late of Guilford, says that ‘‘Jonathan Murray, came 
to Guilford in 1685—died August 27, 1747 aged 82 vears.’”’ 
Steiner says that Jonathan Murray came from Scotland and 
settled in the neighborhood now called ‘‘Scotland’’ in 1688. 
This neighborhood is a few miles northeast of Madison and is 
also known as the Hammonassett neighborhood, after a tribe of 
Indians. Jonathan Murray and his wife are believed to have 
been buried in the old Hammonassett burying ground, although 
their graves are not marked. The New England Historical and 
Genealogical Register, Vol. 55, says ‘‘Jonathan Murray ...... 
his list in 1716 was 65 pounds, 10 shillings, 6 pence. He was a 
farmer.’’ Another old record says that ‘‘Jonathan Murry 
his mark for his catell is a crop on the top of the offe eare and 
to slits in the top of the same eare: enterred Aprill 13, 1689.’’

EDITOR’S NOTE: IMPORTANCE OF LAND RECORDS 
Data like the above are printed primarily to give specific 


information to interested descendants concerning relationships 
revealed by original records. The last of the above abstracts 
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shows what a wealth of genealogical data is sometimes to be 
found in land records. This deed proves the marriages of six 
daughters of Capt. Joseph Gillet, and their places of residence; 
it will be noted that, though raised in West Hartford, they 
settled in four different towns. Many marriages were unre- 
corded, so a deed like the above is priceless. Not only does it 
give Gillet information, but it reveals the parentage of the 
grantee, and the parentage of the wife of the man (John Burr, 
Jr.) from whom Capt. Gillet originally bought the land. 

Secondarily, we would point out once more that the only 
satisfactory way to obtain dependable information is to go to 
the documentary sources, rather than trust to the guesses and 
pronouncements of self-styled genealogists who employ ‘‘catch- 
as-catch-can’’ methods in their groping for ancestral facts. To 
put together a family history without recourse to the records, 
is like trying to add a column of figures with the eyes shut. 

The Gillet deed offers a striking example of the truth of this 
assertion. Woodruff’s Litchfield Residents, p. 202, states that 
Abiel Smith married Abigail Pelet on 24 Sept. 1729, and that 
she died 12 July 1738 in her 33d year, after having borne six 
children. The above deed proves conclusively that Pelet is a 
misreading or misprint for Gillet. The avocative trying to 
piece together his ancestry from printed sources could theorize 
until his dying day as to the identity of Abigail Pelet, and fail 
to learn that she was really a daughter of Capt. Joseph Gillet of 
Hartford. The true researcher who combs the genuine record 
sources encounters this sort of thing almost daily. 

Basically, it is not a question of professional or amateur stand- 
ing; nor a question of expertness or inexperience. It is, basic- 
ally, a question of the choice of method, and involves a recogni- 
tion of what does, and of what does not, constitute valid evidence 
to establish a pedigree. 


BOUTON FAMILY OF NORWALK, CONN. 


I. Nores Contriputep By WILLIAM JoNEs, A.B., 
OF BRONXVILLE, N. Y. 


In James Bouton’s Bouton-Boughton genealogy and in the 
Seymour genealogy published in The New England Historical 
and Genealogical Register, vol. 72, it is stated that Mary (Pettit) 
Bouton, widow of one John Bouton, married John’s brother, 
Eleazer Bouton, after the death of his first wife, Elizabeth 
Seymour. This statement contains two serious errors: first, the 
Mary Pettit who married Eleazer Bouton was not the same 
Mary Pettit who married John Bouton, but was her niece; and 
secondly, the Eleazer Bouton whom she married was not the 
former husband of Elizabeth Seymour but her son. 
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The Mary Pettit who married John Bouton, 18 Feb. 1732, was 
born at Stamford, Conn., 19 Mar. 1711, daughter of John Pettit 
by his second wife, Anna Gould. John Pettit had also, by his 
first wife, a son, John Pettit, born 8 Mar. 1695, who married 
Mary Bishop, 10 July 1729, and had a daughter Mary, born 18 
April 1730, who was the Mary Pettit who married Eleazer® 
Bouton, born 22 Jan. 1728, son of Eleazer* (John**1) and 
Elizabeth (Seymour) Bouton. 

The second John Pettit’s other children were Bethiah, John, 
Samuel, Abel, Joel, Enos, Hezekiah, and Hannah. In Mary 
(Pettit) Bouton’s will of 1793, printed in the Bouton genealogy, 
page 616, she mentions her husband Eleazer Bouton, her grand- 
son by marriage, Asael Bouton, son of Eleazer Bouton, Jr., her 
brothers, Samuel, John, and Enos Pettit, and her sisters, Bethiah 
Matthews and ——— Galpin. The Bouton genealogy shows 
that the Asael Bouton mentioned was born about 1788, great- 
grandson (not grandson) of Eleazer and Elizabeth (Seymour) 
Bouton. Proof of the above statements may be found in 
Huntington’s Registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths of 
Stamford. 

In C. A. Hoppin’s Washington Ancestry, vol. 3, pages 489- 
514, an excellent account of the Bouton family is given, cor- 
recting many of the errors that appear in the Bouton-Boughton 
genealogy. It is clearly shown that in place of one John Bouton, 
the immigrant, who is said to have been born in 1615 and to 
have died in 1705, there were three men of the name, viz.: the 
immigrant, who was born in 1615 and died before 1647; his son, 
who was born about 1636 and died in January 1707; and his 
grandson, who was born 30 Sept. 1659 and died 3 Jan. 1705.* 
The last, according to this account, married first Sarah Gregory 
and secondly Mary Hayes, but the statement that he married 
Sarah Gregory seems open to question as no evidence of the 
marriage is given. 

Following these were two more John Boutons, and it was the 
last who married Mary Pettit, 18 Feb. 1732, and afterwards 
settled in South Salem, N. Y. The church at South Salem was 
organized in 1752 by the Rev. Solomon Mead and the church 
records show that John Bouton and his wife Mary were two of 
the original members. On 2 July 1752 John Bouton was chosen 
deacon, and when the Presbyterian form of government was 
adopted, 29 Sept. 1763, he became one of the ruling elders. 
Mary, the wife of Deacon John Bouton, died at South Salem 
13 Nov. 1790 (church records) and ‘‘aged John Bouton died 29 


* The probate entry does indeed imply that the inventory of his estate was taken 
2 Jan. 1704/5, and that he died the following day; but it certainly was not customary to 
= + inventory before a man died, and there may be some confusion in the record.— 
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Jan. 1801 aged 89°’ (ib.). This seems to show that he was born 
about 1711 instead of 1706 as stated in the Hoppin account. 

The children of John and Mary (Pettit) Bouton are correctly 
given in the Bouton-Boughton genealogy, and the births of 
the first three may be found also in Huntington’s Stamford 
Registration. 


II. Nores ConrrisutTep By L, JAcosnus 


The most serious of the mistakes concerning the first two 
John Boutons made in the Bouton genealogy published by 
James Boughton in 1890, were corrected in an article by William 
T. R. Marvin, A.M., published in volume 51 of The New England 
Historical and Genealogical Register in 1897. In the first 
volume of Families of Old Fairfield, compiled by the present 
writer, and published in 1930, a substantially correct account of 
the first four John Boutons appeared. The Washington Ances- 
try, compiled by Charles A. Hoppin, and published in 1932, 
contains in volume 3 an account of the Bouton family, which 
is also substantially correct as to the direct succession of the 
first four John Boutons, but which makes statements that are 
open to serious question regarding the wives of John*® and John‘. 

One of these statements, as pointed out above by Mr. Jones, is 
the assertion that John* Bouton married first, Sarah Gregory, 
and second, Mary Hayes. An entry in the Norwalk Land 
Records (quoted in Families of Old Fairfield, vol. 1, p. 96) sup- 
plies evidence for the marriage of John*® Bouton to a daughter 
of Nathaniel Hayes. Although some of the earlier writers on 
the family, omitting the actual Hayes wife, asserted his marriage 
to Sarah Gregory, the present writer has not seen this assertion 
sustained by record evidence of any kind, nor is such evidence 
submitted in the Washington Ancestry. One does find therein 
such statements as the following, in vol. 3, pp. 511, 512. Of 
John® we read, ‘‘as the probate records of his estate in January, 
1704/5, give the age of his first child by the second wife as 
twelve years, his marriage to Mary Hayes must have occurred 
about, or not later than, 1692.’’ The probate records do indeed 
give the age of Mary, fourth surviving child of John* Bouton, 
as twelve years, but they do not call her ‘‘his first child by the 
second wife’’ nor do they state or imply that he was twice 
married. We also read that John* Bouton was ‘‘named in the 
foregoing probate records as the eldest child of his parents, 
John® and Sarah (Gregory) Bouton.’’ John* was the first child 
of John* Bouton named in the probate records, but they do not 
name him as eldest child of Sarah Gregory, and they make no 
reference whatever to Sarah Gregory or even to a wife Sarah. 
These phrases must therefore be understood as deductions or

assumptions of the compiler of the Washington Ancestry, not as 
quotations from actual records. 

The will of Rachel (Hayes) Messenger, sister of John® 
Bouton’s known Hayes wife, left one-half of the residue of her 
estate to her brother Samuel Hayes, one-quarter to her brother 
James, and the remaining quarter to John, Nathaniel, and 
Eleazer ‘‘Boughtens.’’ This legacy indicates very strongly that 
all three of these sons of John*® Bouton were by his Hayes wife 
and nephews of Mrs. Messenger; and since John* was the eldest 
son and Eleazer* the youngest, it would seem necessary to assign 
all the children to Mary Hayes, and any arbitrary division of 
the children between two mothers should await the production 
of record evidence to prove that John*® really had a former wife. 

In Families of Old Fairfield, vol. 1, p. 96, the present writer 
stated that John* Bouton perhaps married Merey Hickcock, and 
is happy now to be able to offer record evidence bearing out 
that supposition. 

In Waterbury Land Records, vol. 3, p. 231, is a deed from 
John Bouton and Marcy his wife of Stamford on 6 Sept. 1729 
to William Hickeox of Waterbury, conveying their interest in a 
tract of land which contained 42 acres. This 42-acre tract is 
referred to in several other deeds from heirs of Sergt. Samuel 
Hickeock, 

Vol. 5, p. 158, contains a conveyance from Daniel Bowton, 
John Bowton, Ebenezer Bowton, Eliphalet Slason and Marcy 
his wife, David Waterbury Sn" [or Jn™?] and Mary his wife, 
and John Fanshaw and Eunice his wife, all of Stamford, to 
Benjamin Judd of Waterbury, of all right in Waterbury ‘‘ which 
formerly belonged to our Honoured Mother Mercy Bowton Now 
Deceased.’’ Date, 12 Dee. 1739. 

It is apparent from other deeds that Benjamin Judd was 
purchasing the rights of Hickeock heirs. On 3 Apr. 1738, 
Hannah Judd of Waterbury conveyed to her son Benjamin Judd 
her right in certain lands ‘‘laid out on my Honoured Father 
Sam" Hickcox Deceased his Right’’ [vol. 5, p. 139]. On 14 
Dec. 1739, Benjamin Judd purchased from John Plat and Sarah 
his wife of Norwalk, all their right in land ‘‘Appertaining to 
the Estate of their Grand Father M™ Samuel Hickeox late of 
Waterbury Deceas’d’’ [vol. 5, p. 157]. On 15 Dee. 1739, he 
purchased from Abraham Bennit and Silence his wife of 
Ridgefield, their right in land ‘‘Appertaining to the Estate of 
their Grandfather M™ Samuel Hickeox Late of s* Waterbury 
Deceased”’ [vol. 5, p. 156]. It is known from the settlement of 
the estate of Sergt. Samuel Hickeock that he had a daughter 
Mercy, born about 1688; John* Bouton was born about 1684. 

In the Washington Ancestry, it is stated that Merey, the 
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widow of John* Bouton, married second, 15 Mar. 1748/9, Lieut. 
Samuel Knapp; also, on page 512 of volume 3, Thomas and 
Isaac Bouton are added to the children of John* and Mercy 
Bouton, apparently on the strength of certain quoted probate 
entries which show that in 1743 their mother Mercy Bouton was 
made guardian to the said Thomas and Isaac. 

These statements are incorrect. The Waterbury deeds quoted 
above prove conclusively that Mercy (Hickcock) Bouton, wife of 
John‘, was living in 1729, but was ‘‘Now Deceased’”’ in 1739, 
when her children conveyed an interest inherited from her. 
Hence, unless she rose from the dead, she did not marry Lieut. 
Knapp in 1749, nor was she the Mercy Bouton who was made 
guardian of Thomas and Isaac in 1743., These records obviously 
pertain to some other Mrs. Mercy Bouton, one who did not die 
so early as 1739; and possibly they refer to Mercy (Platt) 
Bouton, born 1690, the wife of Richard Bouton. 

The correct succession of the first five John Boutons, with 
their respective wives, as revealed by record sources, seems to be: 


I. John Bouton (d. by 1647) ; m. Alice ————.* 

II. John Bouton (1626?-1707) ; m. (1) Abigail Marvin. 
III. John Bouton (1659-1705) ; m. Mary Hayes, 
IV. John Bouton (1684 ?- ); m. Merey Hickeock.

THE CHEEVER FAMILY OF CANTERBURY, ENGLAND 
By CLARENCE ALMON TorREY, PH.B., of Dorchester, Mass. 


James Savage, in his Genealogical Dictionary of the First 
Settlers of New England, volume 1, page 370, states that Bar- 
tholomew Cheever of Boston came from Canterbury, co, Kent, 
where the name was common. He died without issue, Dec. 18, 


* According to the statements of some of the earlier compilers, she was a Mrs. Alice 
Kellogg; that supposition has been disproved, and according to the Washington Ancestry 
she was born a Kellogg. While that is possible, no evidence for her maiden name has 
been seen by the present writer. 

+ The dates of birth are tentative, based on dates of marriage and the order in which 
the sons and daughters were named in the Waterbury deed. Mr. Hoppin’s account 
omits Mercy and Daniel, and his conjectural dates for the sons John (1706) and Ebenezer 
(1708) are in consequence too early. 
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1693, leaving a large estate. In his will, dated Oct. 21, 1693, 
he mentioned his wife Lydia; brother Daniel [of Cambridge, 
Mass.] and Daniel’s children ; cousin [nephew] Richard Cheever 
[of Boston, Mass.]; cousin Ezekiel Cheever [the schoolmaster, 
who was older than Bartholomew and was probably his first 
cousin]; and other relatives. 

Information about the Cheever family is found in the records 
at Canterbury, England. The following items are from the 
Registers of St. Alphage, Canterbury (the printed copy, which 
covers 1558: to 1800) :

In the files of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court are 
three depositions by Bartholomew Cheever, in which his age is 
stated thus: 

April 27, 1675 ‘‘Aged about fifty eight years or thereabouts’’ 


April 27, 1681 ‘‘Aged about 64 years’’ 
July 30, 1684 ‘‘Aged about 66 years and upward’’ 


The marriage of Bartholomew’s parents and the baptisms of 
the younger children in their family are not given in the 
Registers of St. Alphage. Fortunately, these deficiencies are 
remedied, in part, by information in The Roll of the Freemen 
of the City of Canterbury, 1392-1800, by Joseph Meadows 
Cowper. In the list of ‘‘Freemen by Marriage’’ (column 109) 
is the following record: 


Chever, Richard = Katharine, d. of John Willyams, capper. 1612. 


In the list of ‘‘Freemen by Birth,’’ three brothers and one 
nephew of Bartholomew are mentioned (column 19) :

Cheever, John, glover, s. of Richard Cheever, glover. 1650.

Richard Cheever, nephew of Bartholomew Cheever, born in 
Canterbury, 1660 (New England Historical and Genealogical 
Register, vol. 36, p. 306), has not been fully identified. He had 
sons Bartholomew, Daniel, and James. Of these, the first two 
were named, presumably, for his uncles, and James may have 
been named for his father. , 

From records in the Roll of Freemen of Canterbury it appears 
that Katharine Willyams’s grandfather was John Willyams or

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Wyllyams, and that she had a brother William Williams. The 
records are as follows (column 92) :

(WILLIAM HUBBARD OF IPSWICH, MASS. 


By WInrrrep Loverinc HoLMAN, 8.B., of Watertown, Mass. 


An early immigrant to New England, was a William Hubbard, 
who settled in Ipswich, Essex County, Mass., in 1635 and died 
in Boston, Mass., in 1670, testate. 

By the terms of his will it is evident that he owned property 
in Dovercourt, co. Essex, and in Tendring Hundreds, co. Essex. 

I have had the registers at both Tendring and at Great 
Clacton, co. Essex, examined with a negative result. However, 
Mr. Martin, the Clerk of the former parish, sent me a clipping 
about Little Clacton that mentions the will of a William Hub- 
bard who died there in 1586, and who was of Bovils Hall and 
left certain sums to charity. On the walls of St. James, the 
church of Little Clacton, are brasses to the memory of William 
Hubbard and his three wives, Ruth, Joan, and Joyce. 

An examination of the registers of Little Clacton discloses 
this baptism: ‘‘ William Hubbard the sonne of Firgard(?) and 
Susan his wyfe of Bovells Hall was baptised the fifth day of 
September 1589.”’ 

The Vicar writes that John Newport the then Priest of the 
Parish, who incidentally started the Register, wrote a beautiful 
hand, but unfortunately he resigned the following year and his 
successors failed to follow his excellent example in handwriting 
and in choice of unfading ink; hence it would take an expert to 
decipher the old registers after 1590 in order to ascertain if 
William Hubbard’s first marriage and the baptisms of his 
children are there. 

I publish this clue to our William’s identity in the hope that 
someone may be able to have these registers examined by an 
expert and that, if this is accomplished, the results will be 
published in this magazine. 

The Registers of Dovercourt only date from 1706; those of 
Tendring from 1538, Little Clacton from 1538, and those from 
Great Clacton from 1542. 

I have considerable material in regard to this William Hub- 
bard and his family. 


NOTES 


ALFRED LYMAN HOLMAN. Mr. Holman died at 
Chicago, Illinois, June 21st, 1934. He was one of the most pro- 
ficient genealogists in the country. His valuable article on the 
wife of Thomas* Bradford was contributed to the July number 
of THe AMERICAN GENEALOGIST, and published a few days before 
his death,—probably the final work which he completed for 
publication. Miss Emma Lee Walton of Chicago has kindly 
sent us the following particulars : 

‘‘Mr. Holman was born in Newton, Mass., December 28, 1854, 
son of Edwin and Sarah (Hemenway) Holman. He married, 
November 25, 1885, Lucy Cecile (Woodruff) Hall of Hartford, 
Conn. They had two daughters, Cecile Alexandrine who mar- 
ried Alfred M. Beale of Canada, and Doris Elizabeth who mar- 
ried Lawrence C. Brodribb of this city. 

‘*He was from 1894 a member of the National Genealogical 
Society, a member of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society, and a member of the Society of Mayflower Descendants. 

‘*He was the editor of the Hinsdale Genealogy (1906), the 
Ryerson Genealogy (1916), and the compiler of the Felt and 
Allied Families (1921) and the Blackman and Allied Families 
(1928). 

‘* All that, and it does not express the desolate feeling his loss 
leaves with us. I, as one of the next generation of genealogists, 
owe him more in every way than most of the fraternity. He 
was so lovable, so truly Christian a nature, that mere words 
cannot do his memory justice. His real charity and deep faith 
were an inspiration, and we shall miss him sorely.’’ 


GENEALOGY ON THE AIR. Mrs. Paota White Patrick 
of Los Angeles informs us that a genealogical program was 
broadcast over station KFAC as early as 1932, which gives the 
priority to the West Coast for the use of this medium. She 
also states that she gave a twelve-lesson course, ‘‘ Introduction 
to Genealogy,’’ in University College of the University of South- 
ern California. This is of special interest, as genealogy has 
never been considered an academic subject. The universities, 
however, have shown a tendency to add courses of instruction in 
new subjects requiring special training for which there has been 
any substantial degree of popular demand. The great increase 
of interest in the subject, and the fact that many engage in 
genealogy as a profession before they have obtained the requisite 
training, suggest that the subject may in time be added to the 
curricula of American universities. 


HUBBARD. The contributor of the Hubbard article [ante, 
vol. 11, pp. 47-49] was endeavoring to connect a Martha (Hub- 
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bard) Rogers, born 1722, with the Martha Hubbard, dau. of 
Daniel, born Oct. 18, 1722, ostensibly at Holden, Mass. Although 
numerous authorities were cited, the contributor apparently had 
not consulted the Vital Records of Concord, Mass. (printed), 
which contain the birth of Martha and thus supply the missing 
link in the line. At Concord were entered the birth of Daniel 
son of Jonathan and Hannah Hubbard on 20 Nov. 1694; the 
birth of Dorothy dau. of Joseph and Dorothy Dakin on 5 Aug. 
1698; the marriage of Daniel Hubbard to Dorothy Dakin on 
5 Dee. 1717; and the births of five children of Daniel and 
Dorothy Hubbard: Dorothy, b. 24 Mar. 1718/19; Beulah, b. 
23 Dee. 1720; Martha, b. 18 Oct. 1722; Rebeckah, b. 10 June 
1724; and Daniel, b. 18 Jan. 1725/6. The children of Daniel 
and Dorothy Hubbard recorded at Worcester, Mass., were: 
Lucey, b. 28 Sept. 1727; Elizabeth, b. 23 Oct. 1729; Zerviah, b. 
31 Mar. 1732; and Jonas, b, 21 May 1739.

EARLY SETTLERS OF WESTERN NEW YORK. 
Under this title, Mrs, Janet Wethy Foley of Akron, N. Y., has 
started publication of a monthly genealogical magazine, of which 
the first issue appeared in July, 1934. Its main purpose will be 
to publish data from church, cemetery and family records per- 
taining to the families of Western New York. As many families 
sojourned in that section for a few years or for a generation or 
two in the course of their migration to the more distant west, the 
magazine should be of interest to many outside of the territory 
which it specifically serves. So little has been placed in print 
of the records of that section, that the magazine should fill a real 
need. General economic conditions are not propitious to the 
launching of a new periodical, but we hope the editor will obtain 
sufficient support to assure the success of her venture. The price 
($2.00 a year) should bring the magazine within the compass 
even of reduced incomes. There are twelve pages monthly, 
inclusive of front cover and a one-page query department. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


Key to the ancestry of Anne (Marbury) Hutchinson and Katherine 
(Marbury) Scott. Compiled from the Manuscripts of Anne Bartlett 
Coddington by Edward N. Dunlap. Foreword by Geoffrey Wardle Stafford, 
Litt.D. Publication No. I of Pacific Northwest Foundation for Genealogical 
Research, Seattle, Wash., 1934. Indexed, Paper, 16 pp. Price, 50 cents. 

The recently organized Pacific Northwest Foundation is to be 
congratulated on its first publication. It is hard to believe that 
so much information could be condensed into so little space. 
Mr. Dunlap has adopted a system for keying the ancestry which, 
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so far as we know, is his own invention. Starting with the 
Marbury family, the family names are given of the wives in 
each successive backward generation. Those are starred which 
are further analysed. Thus, under Marbury, we find Dryden 
and Blount starred. Under these names we find again the 
surnames brought in through marriage, those carried forward 
again being starred. By this method, Mr. Dunlap has provided 
what he ealls a ‘‘road map’’ to the ancestry which serves as a 
guide to those who wish to travel over the same ancestral 
territory. 

Those who have the use of large libraries may still have the 
fun of working out details themselves, while much of the 
drudgery of the search will be eliminated by using this pam- 
phlet as a guide. The reviewer, having made no particular 
study of the Marbury ancestry, is not competent to make specific 
comment; but so far as he may judge by some of the lines with 
which he happens to be familiar, it would appear that the ances- 
try has been worked out with unusual care and accuracy. The 
pamphlet is a tribute to the immense amount of basic work 
which must have been done by Mrs. Coddington, and leads one 
to wish that the complete details, fully referenced, may one day 
be published. Recommended to genealogical libraries and to 
Marbury descendants, 


Roster of graves of or monuments to Patriots of 1775-1788 and of 
Soldiers of Colonial Wars in and adjacent to New Haven County. Com- 
piled by James S. Hedden. Issued by General David Humphreys Branch 
Number One, Connecticut Society, Sons of the American Revolution, 
Aug. 1, 1934. Mimeographed, 73 pp., indexed. $8.00. 


The S.A.R. are to be congratulated on the work done by 
Mr. Hedden. It is so far superior to the work of this nature 
usually done by society committees as to be really outstanding. 
The compiler was not satisfied until he had tracked down every 
discrepancy of statement, often making additional trips to grave- 
yards in various towns for that purpose, and in consequence this 
Roster is remarkably accurate. 

The suavity of Mr. Hedden’s style scarcely disguises the caustic 
nature of some of his comments. The reviewer is quite amazed 
by the frequency with which errors have been made on the 
official stones set up by the State at public expense, and there 
seems to be little if any excuse for most of these errors. Mr. 
Hedden cites one stone in Northford to a soldier who is really 
buried in New Hampshire, the date and age on the stone being 
those of the soldier’s father; and he points out that credit is 
given on the stone for service with an outfit that was organized 
fifteen months later than the death date on the stone. <A sort of 
posthumous service! Out of ten stones placed by the State in 
the beautiful cemetery at North Madison, three had inscriptions 
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at variance with the record which appears on the original stones 
(still standing) of these soldiers. Mr. Hedden offers the reader 
assurance that under the present administration of the Adjutant 
General’s office, such mistakes will not continue to be made. 
It is certainly to be regretted that so many have occurred in the 
past; for coming generations will naturally assume that these 
official stones bear accurate and dependable inscriptions. 

Mr. Hedden also comments on the occasional lack of care 
of cemeteries, with particular reference to conditions in Durham, 
Conn. The old graveyard there, facing the main street of the 
town, has recently been converted into a cow pasture. The 
reviewer, having visited the graveyard this year, can bear witness 
to the literal truth of this astounding assertion. The founders 
of the town, and its Revolutionary heroes, sleep too soundly to 
be disturbed by the cavorting of cattle, even should a frolicsome 
heifer chance to kick over the gravestones which are often the 
only record to testify that they ever lived and loved. Ste transit 
gloria mundi. The children of Durham should grow in grace 
and in strength, suckled on the milk of cattle that have grazed 
on the graves of the fathers of the town. 

But these comments are only incidental to the real service that 
has been performed by Mr. Hedden and his society in under- 
taking these researches and making them available to others who 
are interested in the location of the graves of the Revolutionary 
patriots of New Haven County.
